THE 3HU3WAP COUNTRY. 

From a gentleman who arrived in this 
city on Wednesday evening by ihe Enter- 
prise, from Shuswap, we have llie following 
interesting description of that section ol 
country, 

Our informant slnrtod from Willianrrs 
Lake in February last, and reached Fort 
Kauiloops in the sume month. He proceeded 
past Okanagan Lake nuJ reached Captain 
Houghton's lurtn, where ho found some 
miners who had been in the country einco 
the preceding season. He remained there 
for about a month, learning bom these men 
that ii was too early to go into tho n iuing 
district "I Cherry Creek, which is 6iiuaie 
abool 30 miles from Caplaiu Houghton's 
ranch. 

About To miners (white men) went into 
the country in the spring, and prospected 
Cheir, Crick. A party of fuur men called 
Houck's puny, und, another called Rogel's 
partv, and some others, in all abuoi 20, wi.i- 
leied oil the creek, and made every prepara- 
tion lor carrying on mining operations as 
soon as the season opened. 

They reached lb bed-rock in many place* 
at a depth ol Irom two to six or seven feet, 
bul stiucH nothing. They declared that ihev 
could not make moie tha i six bits a day, 
the best prospecis being obtained on ine 
HUrlaee. About eighty Chinamen had also 
reached the creek. Most of the men, dis- 
satished with the prospecis, lelt again before 
the end ol April, A. number ul ihe whin 
men had gone into Boise, and Iho Chinamen 
were eoing lo Forks ol Qu?st:elle. H'juok's
